The W a y a Lad Goes A-courting. 


“The great bu lk of Rou mania’s pop­ 
u lation belongs to the peasant class, 
for there are comparativ ely few cities, 
and most of them are small,” says a 
bu lletin of the National Geographic 
society on Rou manian folklore and cu s­ 
toms, which giv es an intimate insight 
into the homo life of that nation. The 
bu lletin, which is based on a commu ­ 
nication to the society from John Oli­ 
v er LaGorce, says: 
“Many of these peasants liv e on the 
great estates where their forbears for 
generations hav e farmed for the ab­ 
sentee landlords. 
And an interesting 
class these peasants form, with their 
pecu liar cu stoms, their primitiv e ways 
of looking at things in general. 
“The ev il of race su icide has nev er 
inv aded ru ral Rou mimia. 
It is re­ 
garded as worthy of honor to be the 
head of a large family. As in all lands 
where many of the people are more or 
less illiterate, there is a high death 
rate, thou gh the fact that the bottle 
fed baby is almost u nknown in peasant 
Rou mania tends to ov ercome the high 
infant mortality that wou ld otherwise 
resu lt. 
“The av erage Rou manian peasant is 
not giv en to the kind of thrift that 
leads him often to a sav ings bank. 
The patrimony of his sons and dau gh­ 
ters is more often good will, good 
health and an honest mind than it is 
land or money or hou ses. So narrow 
is the margin u pon which a you ng 
cou ple starts ou t in life that it has 
come to be a prov erb among them, 
Married today and ou t at the elbows 
tomorrow,’ for children come apace, 
did the prices of the things the peas­ 
ant has to sell are ev en lower than the 
prices of those he has to bu y, and not 
u ntil his own labors are su pplemented 
by those of liis sons and dau ghters has 
ie mu ch chance to prepare for ev en 
the shortest of rainy days. 
“When a you ng Rou manian peasant 
lad’s thou ghts tu rn to lov e and his 
mind begins to incline toward mar­ 
riage he goes to his mother rather than 
to his sweetheart with his tale. The 
mother acts as an ambassador to the 
father, and if he can be indu ced to 
look with fav or u pon the lov er's choice 
he calls in two of his best friends in 
the v illage, tells them of his son’s 
dreams and asks them to accompany 
the said son to the hou se of the ob­ 
ject of lov e s you ng dreams. 
“ May hap the girl herself has not re 
ceiv ed from the you th a single hint 
o f his lov e; bu t, ev en so, as he and 
his spokesmen approach the hou se she 
su spects the object of his v isit and 
peeps throigh any crack or cranny 
that is conv enient 
“ If it happens to be winter the fa­ 
ther of the g irl inv ites the company 
in and, su rmising their mission, giv es 
some hint as to his attitu de by ilia 
way he looks after the 
fire. 
]f he 
keeps it bu rning brightly they kn*>w 
that he is fav orable; if he lets it die 
down a little they u nderstand that he 
is only of an open mind on the su b­ 
ject Bu t If he lets it go ou t entirety 
there is no u se argu ing the qu estiou . 
“The Rou manian peasant is tu tu h 
giv en to su perstition, and he has a sign 
for ev erything. 
If shingles are n >t 
nailed on a roof in the pro|» er sign 
they will torn u p at the ends; if pota­ 
toes are jy>t planted in the proper 
sign they will grow on top of the soil 
and be « a failu re; if you hav e money 
you r pocket when you see the new 


On the other hand, it is held to be dan­ 
gerou s to annou nce to those in the 
hou se that the new raooii has appear­ 
ed, for in that case all the pots and 
pans in the kitchen will be broken be 
fore the waning moon passes. 
“When a peasant child is christened 
all of those present assu me the rein 
tion of godparents, and it is a su per­ 
stition that there mu st be no intermar 
riages between godfathers and god­ 
mothers. 
The resu lt is that christen­ 
ings are not widely attended, and those 
with matrimonial ambitions eschew 
them entire'fr. 
“The u tmost care is taken by some 
to prev ent a child from seeing its Ira 
age in a mirror before it is three years 
old, for if it does it will become a v ic­ 
tim of the ‘falling sickness,’ which will 
send it stu mbling throu gh life. 
“There are many cu stoms which still 
proclaim The olden time ru le and in 
flu ence of ancient Rome that hav e per 
sisted throu gh the centu ries since the 
departu re of her glory. For instance, 
there is the old Pyrrhic dance, the 
robes with bells on sleev es and girdles. 
The Rou manians still shou t in u nison 
to prev ent Satu rn from hearing the 
v oice of the infant Ju piter, and ev en 
thc-ir oxen proclaim the ‘glory that was 
Rome’ in their names, for here y o u 
may see Caesar and Bru tu s as yoke­ 
fellows and there Cassiu s and Au gu s­ 
tu s.” .

From pre.sen 


indications it would appear to be thi 
policy of the country to bring de- 
fensive preparedness to the 
poin 


where we will feel secure should the 
unforeseen occur. This policy is re- 
sulting in the building of larger and 
[more modem battleships, more effi- 
cient coast defenses, the strengthen- 
ing of the army and such like pre- 
cautions. 


This is good as a present precau- 


tionary policy, but something more 
than these measures are needed if 
we are to be a thoroughly prepared 
nation. 


As to the advisability of reason- 


able preparedness, there seems to be 
little doubt that it is 
needed, 
at 


least for some time to come. Europe 
is war mad. Mexico is a hotbet of 
insurrection. 
Unrest and lust for 


blood prevails throughout the globe, 
and at any time we may be forced 
into a war not of our seeking. 


Hence if we UBB compelled'to 


we should by all means be prepared 
to fight. 


And this brings us to the question 


of soldiers. Without them, of' what 
avail is armament? 
When the call 


for the mobilization 
'of 
all state 


troops came from Washington, how 
many responded? 
How long would 


such a pitifully smal larmy last in 
such a conflict as now rages in Eu- 
rope? 
., 


The truth is, we need to educate 


more soldiers. Not more profession- 
al soldiers, but more emergency sol- 
diers. We need to teach our boys 
and young men not only patriotism, 
:-but effective patriotism, for patriot- 
jisin minus efficiency is 
a 
mighty 


{weak article. It must be backed up 
with a punch. 


Why not, then, along with a love 


of country, teach our young men to 
defend the country they are taught 
to love? 


'The simple truth is, every school 


in the land should be a 
miniature 


military training camp. 
Young men 


should be taught 
military 
tactics 


and trained in the manual of arms 
as thoroughly as they are drilled in 
the arts, sciences and classics. No 
able bodied young man should 
be, 


permitted to graduate from a high 
j school, college or university until he 
is capable of stepping into the ranks 
as an efficient soldier. Not as 
a 


matter of arousing a military spirit, 
but as 11 matter of practical defen- 
sive patriotism. 


Your neighbor may loudly 
' pro- 


claim his love for his family, but if 
he is unable or unwilling to protect 
them when danger threatens you are 
forced to conclude that his love is a 
very weak article. 


Just so with a love of country. It 


must have a "Punch" behind it. 


The only way to put 
the punch 


into the man is to .train it there in 
the boy, and the logical time is right 
along with hi.s other training.

A Nation of Peasants, With Curi- 


ous Customs and Beliefs. 


RUIED BY SIGNS AND OMENS. 


Many Superstitions Enter Into the 


Everyday Life of This People, Who 
Are Little Given to Money Thrift. 
The Way a Lad Goes A-courting. 


"The great bulk of Roumania's pop- 


ulation belongs to the peasant class, 
for there are comparatively few cities, 
and most of them are small," savs a 
bulletin of tlie National Geographic 
society on Eoumanian folklore and cus- 
toms, tvhich gives an intimate insight 
Into the home life of that nation. The 
bulletin, wliich is based on a commu- 
nication to the society from John Oli- 
ver LaGorce, says: 


Many of these peasants live on the 


great estates, where their forbears for 
generations hare farmed for the ab- 
sentee landlords. And an interesting 
class these peasants form, with their 
peculiar customs, their primitive ways 
of looking at things In general. 


The evil of race suicide has never 


Invaded rural Houmania. 
It is re- 


garded as worthy of honor to lie the 
head of a large family. As in all lands 
where many of the people are more or 
less illiterate, there is a. high death 
rate, though the fact that the bottle 
fed baby is almost unknown in peasant 
Roumania-tends to overcome the high 
infant mortality that would otherwise 
result. 


The average Roumanian peasant is 


not given to the kind of thrift that 
leads him often to a savings bank. 
The patrimony of his sons and daugh- 
ters is more often good will, ,:good 
health and an honest mind than it is 
land or money or houses. So narrow 
is the margin upon which a young 
couple starts out ia life that it has 
come to be a proverb among them, 
'Married today and out at the elbows 
tomon'ow,' for children come apace, 
and the prices of the things the peas- 
ant has to sell are even lower than the 
prices of those he has to buy, and not 
until his own labors are supplemented 
by those, of his sons and daughters has 
he much chance to prepare for even 
the shortest of rainy days. 


"When a young Roumanian peasant 


lad's thoughts turn to love and his 
mind begins to incline toward mar- 
riage he goes to his mother rather than 
to his sweetheart with his tale. The 
mother acts as an ambassador to the 
father, and if be can be induced to 
look with favor upon the lover's choice ( 
ae calls in two of his best friends in 
the village, tells them of his son's 
dreams and asks them to accompany 
tlie said son to the house of the ob- 
ject of love's young dreams. 


"Mayhap the girl herself has not re- 


ceived from the youth a single hint 
of his love; but, even so, as he and 
his spokesmen approach the house she 
suspects the object of his visit :and 
peeps through any crack or crauuy 
that Is convenient. 
t

In and, surmising their mission, gives, 
some hint as to his attitude by Ilia, 
way he looks after the fire.

mothers. The result is that ciirislon- 
incrs are not "widely attended, and tho.;c 
with matrimonial ambitions eschew 
them entirely. 


"Tlie utmost care is taken by some 


to prevent a child from seeing its im- 
age in a mirror before it is three years 
old, for if it does it will become a vic- 
tim of the 'falling sickness,' which will 
send it stumbling through life. 


"There aro many customs which still 


proclaim The olden time rule and in- 
fluence of ancient Rome that have per- 
sisted through, the centuries since the 
departure of her glory. For instance, 
there is the old Pyrrhic dance, the 
robes with bells on sleeves and givales. 
The Roumanians still sbout in unison 
to prevent Saturn from hearing the 
voice of the infant Jupiter, and even 
their oxen proclaim the 'glory that waa 
Home' in their names, for here you 
may see Caesar and Brutus as yoke- 
fellows and there Cassius and Augus- 
tus." .
